Edward Scott, an old and much re- 
spected citizen of Ballardvaile died Wed- 
nesday morning at bis home on And- 
over street, of pneumonia, after a brief 
illness of only three days, at the age of 
T7 years. 

The deceased was born in County 
West Meath, Ireland. He married Miss 
Katharine Mee and came to this country 
in °'56. He first resided in Ware where 
he learned his first experience in card- 
ing in Charles Stevens’ mill.

He 
also emphasized the importance of 
Bible study, and of organization . for 
church work. The successful pastor of 
the future, he said, will be a nian. of 

executive ability. He will see that it 
+ is better to set ten men to work, than 

to attermyt, himself, tu do.the work 
of ten men. A pastor should be, not 

only. a teacher,and preacher, but a 

trainer of men and women for leader- 

ship. One way to deepem the sense of 
responsibility is to place greater res- 

ponsibility upon men. . 
| In the discussion that followed, Rev. 
George E. Kenngott said that in or- 
der to do this efficiently, it was neces- 
sary to. begin pretty early with the 
laynfen. The Junior Endeavor society 
should be the pastor’s training*class. 


Rev. Sarah A. Dixon tnought that 
the adult people in the church shoult 
have it impressed upon them that it 


is their responsibility to create an at- 
mosphere of Worship in the church, a 
responsibilty to prepare themselves 
for a Sunday morning service of wor- 
ship. The church should be a quiet 
place—a place the atmosphere of which 
just forces men and women to bow the 
knee. ;

The Phillips Andover academy fovwt- 
ball team began the season Saturday 
by defeating the New Hampshire cw !- 
lege eleven 16 to 0 in two fifteen mi::- 
ute halves, on Brothers’ feld, But 
for the frequent penalties Andover's 
score would have been still larger as 
the visitors were unable to check the 
advance of the Andover backs. 

Andover's goal Was never threaten- 
ed. . New Hampshire maae occasional 
gains through the Andover tackles 
and around. the ends but was unabre 
to do any consistent ground gaining 
and did not have the ball in her. pos- 
session over five minutes during the 
entire game. : 

The playing of the academy team 
was encouraging. Its offensive work 
was better than its defensive, but the 
all-round playing Was faster than 1s 
usually the case in the first game. 
Capt. Thompson took occasion to test 
a large number of substitutes and ev- 
ery man of them siood the = ordeui 
well. 

In the first half a team made up en- 
tirely of men who played last year 
was put in, including Capt. Thompson, 
Schildmiller, Brown, Andrews, Dillon 
and Bullock of last year’s first eleven, 
and Driver, Dodge, Moore’ Bartholo- 
mew and Hobbs who were substitutes 
a year ago. During the second half, 
Austin, who played center in 1903, was 
tried at fullback, O’Brien and Moore- 
head were given a chance at quarter, 
Leighton was tried at center, Driver 
and Lynn at tackle, Bates at end and 
Whiting and Tancred behind the line.

Because of depression in ocean 
freight rates the officers of the ship- 
ping trust have decided to take off two 
ships from the American line after 
Nov. 1 and make sailings every two 
weeks instead of weekly. The Western- 
land and Noordland will be tied up at 
Liverpool. 


Restricting Turpentine Output. 

The paint trade has been much dis- 
turbed by the National Turpentine Op- 
erators’ association in deciding to cur- 
tail the output of turpentine 10 per cent 
during the coming year. Turpentine is 
now quoted at the record point of 55 
cents a gallon. 


Union Iron Works Sold. 

The Union Iron works ‘at San Fran- 
cisco were sold at public auction Sept. 
26 by order of the federal court of New 
Jersey for $170,000. The only bidder 
was Francis D. Pollock, representing 
the reorganization committee of - the 
new shipbuilding “company, in. which 
Schwab interests are dominant. The 
plant purchased was one of the defunct 
ship trust’s properties.

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Picking Cotton by Moonlight. 

Owing to the searcity of labor and 
to save the fast*ripening crop, planters 
at Augusta, Ga., have put laborers to 
work picking cotton by moonlight. It 
is feared that the labor problem in the 
cotton states will cause much cotton to 
go to waste in the fields. 


Not Ready For Third Rail. 

The New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad is not only abandon- 
Ing its experimental third rail line in 
the Boston suburbs, but announces that 
it will not be able to adopt electrical 
equipment for suburban trains until 
the invention of new appliances or the 
perfection of those now existing to 
make such a step more feasible. Fur- 
ther experiments will be carried on at 
the New York end of the line. 


To Tunnel the Delaware. 

The Intercity Link railroad has been 
incorporated at Camden, N. J., with the 
object of constructing a tunnel under 
the Delaware river between that city 
and Philadelphia for’ the operation of 
a steam railroad. 


Steel Trust’s New Age Limit. 

In a circular letter to its superintend- 
ents of different plants the Carnegie 
Steel company of Pittsburg, a constitu- 
ent of the trust, has given instructions 
to employ no men over thirty-five years 
of age in certain departments and ex- 
tendiug the age limit to forty in oth- 
ers.

French Labor Students Here. 

A delegation of Frenchmen sent by 
their government to study labor condi- 
tions in the United States arrived at 
New York Sept. 25, led by Professor 
Metin of the Colonial and Naval Ca- 
dets Schools. After a brief inspection 
of New York the party started on a 
tour of the country which will include 
ten days at the world’s fair. The dele- 
gation may be likened to that brought 
from England’ by Alfred Mosely to 
study American schools. On its return 
each member will write a report of his 
observations, which the government 
will have printed. 
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Hoffman's Rotary Engine. 

A remarkable claim in the science of 
engineering has just been made public 
by William H. Hoffman of Buffalo— 
namely, that he has perfected a rotary 
engine which will enable railroad 
trains to travel 120 miles an hour with 
less friction than at present, greatly 
increase the speed of steamships and 
send single cars at almost lightning 
pace, and all this more economically 
than under present conditions of trans- 
portation. This inventor has a thirty 
horsepower engine now in operation 
at Buffalo, and g 500° horsepower en- 
gine is being made for the plant in 
which the Hoffman engines are to be 
‘constructed. A number of prominent 
engineers are said to have verified Mr. 
Hoffman’s claim. The feature’ of. his 
engine is that it makes use of’the ex- 
pansion of steam, the engine being cut 
off entirely with the connection. 6f the 
boiler supply for two-thirds of ‘every 
revolution. The inventor claims that 
gas as well as-steam can _be-used in 
this type of engine. He says there are 
absolute absence of vibration and an 
economy of 75 per Gent-in space. If 
successful it will do away with’ the 
rack and téar of the piston rods and 
work.a revolution in all fields of indus- 
try. ‘ .

When the “frost is on the pump- 
| kins” we are accustomed to begin to 
| think of the things that go nicest with- 
| in doors. To be sure there will be a 
| month or more of football and there is 
| still a slight remnant of baseball hang- 
| ing upon the outside edges of sport, but 
| the real winter activities are close upon 
us for all these side shows. 

In communities like Andover nearly 
| all of the winter social, religious, and 
philanthropic activity is confined within 
| the direction and control of the differ- 
ent churches. They were for many 
years the only meeting places of the 
ames | People, and they have continued to 
hold the different bodies of people to a 
greater or less degree. 

But Andover has already recognized 
to a slight extent the fact that certain 
| activities can best be served outside of 
church lines and restrictions. Thus we 
have in our midst an organization 
called the “Guild”, which is chari- 
| table, and social science work has be- 
gun to fill a commanding position in 
the community. Its work is always 
going on, but its largest opportunity 
comes as the colder weather setsin. So 
far as charitable work is concerned, we 
| are inclined to think that there will be 
an almost universal opinion that many 
excellent results have been secured by 
| the formation of the Guild. More in- 
telligent giving and a more general 
interest in worthy work have marked 
the yearly growth of the organization, 
and the future of the Guild would be 
assured by this much success if no 
other results came from its works. 

But the results from the “social 
‘economy ” side of this excellent organ- 
ization do not seem to us to be, or to 


|

i] 
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| like Andover. They have not suc- 
ceeded tn gathering within their ranks 
a very large element in the town which 
| is absolutely essential to complete suc- 
| cess along that line. The town is full 
| of small disjointed bands of young and 
| old-all interested in one or another of 
| the branches which the Guild would 
| like to direct. Noone of theSe branches 
and many languish very 
| pitifully. Probably itzis impossible to 
| ever get them all together, but we 
cannot. help believing that in some way 

| there isa possibility of getting many of 
| them to nite in a harmonious, work- 
| j Ing organization, —an organization that 
| shall bring in all the present social

Parker Accepts the Roosevelt Challenge 


Now. that the Democratic standard bearer has put forth his notion 
of the political issues confronting us, as opposed to the positions taken 
by the Republican and other candidates, we may look for the fur to fly 
until the ballots are cast on Noy.

Judge Parker’s letter accepting the nomination for president makes 
constitutionalism the vital issue as opposed to fmperlalism. This, hé 
says, involves ‘a decision whether the.law of the’land or the rule of 
individual caprice shall govern.” Next he assails the Dingley tariff as 
being unjust and oppressive to the people by forcing them to pay ex- 
cessive prices for “food, fuel and other necessaries of life.” He reiter- 
ates and emphasizes his “unquslified belief’ in the gold standard and 
insists that the regulation of trusts is the function of the judfciary and 
not-of the executive. Independence should be promised to the Filipinos 
at once to stimulate their development. He proposes an investigation 
‘of every department”of the government. He declares that if elected 
he will revoke the age pension order, but he goes further by promising 
to help toward enacting a law that will give an age pension “without 
reference to disability to the surviving heroes of the civil war.” As to 
foreign policies, he prefers to avoid entangling alliances. 

In five brief queries he condenses the leading issues—economy, hon- 
est administration, equal opportunity, a government of law and the rule 
of the people rather than beneficent despotism. ‘

Derbyshire Defeated 


SALEM,. ‘Oct,. 3—Peterg for district 
attorney, Bates for county cemmission- 
er, Johnson for sheriff is the ticket. 

Peters’ vote was 146 to 79 for Hask- 
ell, Bates hag 141 to 84.for James H. 
Derbyshire of Lawrence for county 
commissioner. 


A single ballot in each instance suf- 
ficed. 

While the committee on ballots was 
out on the County commissionersnhiy, 


nominations were made for  spevial 
county cemmissioners by acclamation, 
the convention being in great contfu- 
sion ang: few delegates voting. One of 
the nominees selected was Ernest A. 
Dick of Lawrence, who was named by 
a Lynn man. The law precludes a city 
#r town having membership on the 
board of county commissioners if it 1s 
represented among the special cominis- 
sioners, and this fact was strongly 
brought out in an argument againsi 
the unfairness of the action, made by 
Representative John N. Cole of Ando- 
ver, and the action was rescinded, u 
Boxford man being nominated for the 
place. 

The convention met this morning in 
the Cadet armory at Salem. Isaac C. 
Day of Boxford, chairman of the coun- 
ty committee, calleqd to order as tem- 
porary chairman, and C,.O. Dugan co 
a temporary secretary, read the 
call. 

A committee on credentials was ap- 
pointed as follows: E. C.° MclInure, 
Gloucester; Austin Whitcomb, Beverly, 
James Burns, Lynn; Horace Sargent, 
Haverhill, and Henry Arnold, Methuen 
They reported-the presence of 224 dei- 
egates out of 225 entitled to seats tie 
vacancy being in the North Andover 
delegation. The delegates from that 
town were authorized to fill thé va- 
cancy. 

The temporary organization was 
made permanent. Hon. W. A. Butler, 
who had been selected to act as per- 
manent chairman, failed to appear 
tLrough a misunderstanding. 

On motion of Mr. Pingree of Haver- 
hill,.a ballot for district attorney was 
ordered. ; 

The following were appointed a com- 
mittee to receive, sort and count ba!- 
lots: Carleton F. Howe, Haverhili: 
Maurice Stevens, Lynn; John Ashton, 
Lawrence; C. B. Bray, Beverly; I. 8S. 
Babson, Gloucester.: . 

After the ballot had been taken. and 
while the committee had retired to 
consider its ‘report, Louis Towey cf 
Lawrence moved that the time be tak- 
en up in making nominating speeches 
for county commissioner, On a yea 
and nay vote the motfon was declared 
lost. 

Carleton H. Parsons of Gloucester 
nominated Samuel Johnson of Salem 
for sheriff, and the motion unanimously 
prevailed. 

Mayor. Roswell C. Wood of Haverhill 
moved the appointment of a new com- 
mittee on ballots to have charge of the 
vote for county commissioner waich 
was declared carried. Louis Towey of 
Lawrence had not understood the ru’- 
ing, on his motion, and stood up and 
addressed the ¢onvention on its unfair 
action, and warning the delegates that 
it would react against the Republican 
party in the county. 

The chair was sustained in the rul- 
ing, and at this point the committee re- 
ported the ballot for district attorney 
as follows: :

Haskell of Beverly had 

And W. Scott Peters was declared 
the nominee amid cheers. 

While the ballots for county commis- 
sioner were being sorted, nominations 
for special county commissioners werc 
made by acclamation, there being mucn 
confusion in the hall, and few taking 
part. The nominees were Shermai 
Nelson of Georgetown and Ernest A. 
Dick of Lawrence. 

A county committee was elected with 
but few changes from last year, in- 
cluding James H. Moran of Lawrence, 
John N. Cole of Andover, Henry Ar- 
nold of Methuen, and James C. ‘Poor 
of North Andover. 

At this point Representative Cole of 
Andover addressed the convention 
calling attention to the trick that had 
been played in making nominations for 
special commissioners.

Representative Castle Nominated

Representative Edwin J. Castle of 


Methuen was nominated for senator 
at the Fifth Essex Republican senate- 
rial convention held in the common 
council chamber at city hall Thursday 
afternoon. The nomination was made 
by acciamation. 

The convention was called to order 
by Louis 8. Cox of the state centrai 
committee at 2.15 o’clock. 

On motion of ex-Representative Bus-
